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ISRAEL OFFICIALS CALM 
AS U.N. TO GET SUEZ CRISIS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


(NJP)—The calmest people 


in the 


nation’s capital this week, at least from a surface standpoint, 


seem to be Israeli officials. 


While to most observers the U.S. seems to be retreating, 
slowly but with calculation, from the promises or “assumptions” 


given to Israel in connection with 
the Gulf of Aqaba and the Suez 
Canal, from authorized sources 
it was learned that even with 
Dulles referring the Suez crisis 
to the U.N., Israeli officials still 
maintain their unruffled calm. 

THE ATTITUDE seems to be 
one of wait and see. 


As far as these officials seem 
to indicate, they maintain that 
the Security Council already has 
ruled on Israel’s rights to use the 
Suez Canal. These rights, they 
contend, are the same rights as 
that of any other nation to use 
the waterway and Israel will ex- 





ercise her rights whenever she 
sees fit to do so. 


CONCERNING Aqaba, Israel 


sources here seem unaware of 
any change of the U.S. position 
since the President’s Feb. 20 
statement that Aqaba was an in- 
ternational waterway and _ that 
U.S. ships will exercise their 
rights therein in the normal 
course of business. These offi- 
cials maintain that the one USS. 
tanker that did pass through the 
Gulf to Eilat followed that pro- 
cedure. 





POLLS SHOW IMPROVEMENT 
IN POSITION OF U. S. JEWS 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Considerable improvement in the posi- 
tion of the Jews of the United States was reported at the recently 


concluded convention of the American Jewish Committee. 
John Slawson, the Committee’s executive vice-president, giv- 
ing the results of annual polls made for the Committee, reported 


these comparisons: 


®Ten years ago one in every 
five Americans considered Jews 
a threat; today only one in a 
hundred feels that way. 

®In 1947 one out of every two 
Americans said he heard criti- 
cisms against Jews; today only 





one out of ten has heard such 
criticism. 

®In 1952, to the question, “How 
would you feel if a Jewish fam- 
ily moved next door?” seven out 
of ten said it would make no 
difference; currently nine out of 
ten give that answer. | 





GROUP ASKS CONVENTION 
TO MUZZLE EISENDRATH 


TORONTO (NJP)—Delegates from Reform congregations in all parts of the United States 
who began to arrive here for the biennial convention of the Union of American Hebrew Cons 
gregations, starting Sunday, had before them four resolutions which would limit the powers of 
the president of their organization, Rabbi Maurice N. Eisendrath. 

The resolutions would also call for a re-examination of text books published by the Union, 


curtail the power of rabbis at 
the biennial and forestall the 
adoption of a code of practice 
or guide. 


THE RESOLUTIONS were dis- 
tributed by mail to all Reform 
congregations some time ago by 
members of Congregation Ohev 
Sholom, .of Norfolk, Va. 

The resolution aimed at Rabbi 
Eisendrath is headed “Abstaining 
From Political Action.” It reads: 


BE IT NOTED that the partici- 
pation of the President of the 
Union with the heads of other 
organizations, for the purpose of 
issuing public statements and 
action on military, political, eco- 
nomic and diplomatic matters, 
goes beyond the clear “objects 
of the Union” as set forth in its 
constitution. Judaism sets down 
the broad principles of social jus- 
tice and _ social service. The 
Union’s misison is to instill in 
each congregant’s heart and 
mind an understanding of those 
principles and a firm commit- 
ment to advance them in daily 
action, 


ITS CONSTITUENTS’ mem- 
bers, through proper secular 
channels, may translate these

principles into constructive ac- 
tion. The Union itself must 
avoid helping to create the public 
impression that all Jews are of 
one mind on any military, po- 
litical, economic or diplomatic 
issue. 

Be it therefore resolved that 
any resolutions of the General 
Assemblies authorizing such par- 
ticipation and actions on the part 
of the President of the Union, or 
of any other officer or agent 
thereof, be and hereby are re- 
scinded.

Rabbi Charges: Milwaukee 
Kosher Butchers Sell Tarfes 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—Two-thirds of Milwaukee’s Orthodox Jews are eating “trefa” meat, al- 
though they buy it in “kosher” butcher shops at Kosher meat prices. 

This was charged by Rabbi Solomon Schulson, of Congregation Anshe Lebowitz, president of 
the newly formed Orthodox Rabbinical Council of Milwaukee, in 


bulletin issued by the ceuncil. 
This bulletin made suggestions 
for properly celebrating Pesah 
and stated that the only two 
butcher shops which had accept- 
ed rabbinical supervision were 
the Kosher Meat Klub and Glus- 
man’s Kosher Meat Market. 


RABBI SCHULSON said that 
16 butcher shops which carry 
signs proclaiming that they sell 
Kosher meat had refused to per- 
mit Orthodox inspection, and as 
a result the. council could not 
“assure purchasers that the meat 
is Kosher,” 

Wisconsin has a ‘Kosher meat 
law which provides fines, jail 
sentences or both for shops 
which sell non-Kosher meat as 
Kosher with intent to defraud 
the purchasers, 

HOW DOES the rabbi know 
that two-thirds of the “Kosher” 
meat purchased is actually trefa? 

“The arithmetic is simple,” said 
the rabbi. “Milwaukee shechets 


Slaughter only 15 to 20 steers a 
week. But we have learned that 
from 45 to 60 steer carcasses are 
Sold each week by shops in the 
city which claim to be kosher. 
“IT IS PLAIN, then, that most 


enlarging upon the first public 





people who buy ‘Kosher’ meat 
cannot be sure that they’re get- 
ting what they pay for. It’s an 
old story for Milwaukee, but the 
rabbinical council was formed in 
an attempt to rouse our Ortho- 
dox congregations to the situa- 
tion. 

“It could be solved simply if 
Orthodox people would demand 
that their butchers show good 
faith by permitting daily inspec- 
tions of the shops, but the peo- 
ple are lax in this matter.” , 

ORTHODOX RABBIS attempt- 
ed to get the state’s Kosher meat 
law enforced 10 years ago, but 
ran into problems. The district 
attorney’s office said at the time 
that proper labeling of meat as 
Kosher was a religious matter in 
which it had no authority. It of- 
fered, however, to prosecute vig- 
orously upon specific complaints 
accompanied by evidence. 

The rabbis decided at the time 
that they could not turn théem- 
selves into detectives, and that 
any attempt to do so would tear 
the Jewish community apart with 
bad publicity and court argu- 
ments. ‘ 

RABBI SCHULSON said that 


the council hoped now to educate 
the community to demand that 
“Kosher” butchers submit to in- 
spection. He estimated the cost 
of inspection at about $10 per 
shop each week. 

Butchers who have refused in- 
spection preferred not to be 
quoted. 

One said that inspection costs 
were too high and that inspec- 
tions was unnecessary. Another 
said that he would find it im- 
possible to carry on his business 
if he waited for the visits of an 
inspector before preparing the 
meat for sale daily. Another said 
that the rinsings demanded by 
inspectors would make the meat 
unfit for sale. 


ALL OF the Orthodox rabbis 
joineq with Rabbi Schulson in 
the council’s bulletin. They in- 
clude Harold Baumrind, vice- 
president; David S. Shapiro, sec- 
retary; Israel Feldman, treas- 
urer; Jacob Twerski, Paul Green- 
man and David Becker. 

Conservative Rabbi Louis J. 
Swichkow also goes along with 
the inspection plan by permit- 
ting only meat from the ap- 





Book Proves 
France Helped 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
book, “The Secrets of the Sinai 
Expedition,” which seeks to 
prove that France was in col- 
lusion with Israel in the action 
last fall, will deflate the ego of 
the Israelis, if one can believe 
what the book states. 

While the Israelis were under 
the impresion that it was their 
navy which captured the Egyp- 
tian warship which sought to 
bomb Haifa, the book asserts 
that the ship was captured by 
French naval action. 

The book states categorically 
that it was the distaste of the 
British for collaboration with Is- 
rael which was in large part re- 
sponsible for the British-French 
debacle.

CHARLOTTE, N.C.—It wasn’t 
any 41 million bucks worth, but 
Time Magazine’s feature article 
on Harry Golden didn’t do Post- 
master General Summerfield any 
good. 

Within a week, Golden’s book- 
lined, cluttered office at The 
Carolina Israelite was piled high 
with 600 letters, 300 of them con- 
taining subscription requests. 

Only one correspondent re- 
acted negatively to Time’s paean 
of praise for Golden’s prickly, 
unorthdox desegregation plans. 


HE WAS A -MAN from Kansas 
who said he was a would-be in- 
ventor, frustrated by a clique of 
Zionist international bankers 
plotting against him. 

The irrepressible Golden im- 
mediately answered his cor- 
respondent. 

“All I can get out of the bank- 
ers is $2 a year,” said the fire- 
eating Carolina editor, “and I 
have to send them three bills to 
get that.” 

The absence of negative re- 
action to Time’s writeup of the 
Golden Vertical Plan and the 
Golden Out-of-Order Plan floored 
the Yankee-born editor. 


THE VERTICAL Pian, you will 
remember, is that one that sug- 
gested standup desks instead of 
seats in schools as the answer to 
school segregation. 

Golden noted that the south 
had all but eliminated vertical 
segregation, with the Negro 
being accepted on equal terms at 
the bank teller’s cage, the power 
and’ light company cashier stand, 
the check-out counter at the 
grocery. 

‘It is only when the Negro 
‘sets’ that the fur begins to fly,” 
Golden wrote. 


THE OUT -OF - ORDER Plan, 
concocted when the N.C. legisla- 
ture wouldn’t stand for the verti- 
cal proposal, was suggested by 
a Golden experiment at a Car- 
olina store, 

After the proprietor hung an 
“Out -of-Order”’ on the white 
drinking fountain, Golden no- 
ticed, the whites began drinking 
out of the fountain for the 
“coloreds.” In three weeks every- 
body was drinking the same 
“segregated” water. 

Golden suggested that the 
whites may accept desegregation 
if they are assured that segre- 
gateq facilities still exist, al- 
though “out-of-order.” 


GOLDEN’S' renowned plans, 
which have been printed in such 
diverse publications as The Con- 
gressional Record and The Jeru- 
salem Post, have received a 
hardy reception at home. 
Perhaps typical of the North 
Carolina community reaction was 
the editorial in the small Smith- 
field, N.C., Herald. Said the 
Herald: 

“Harry Golden’s probing, in- 
cisive sense of humor will never 
be out of order.” 


THE REACTION in the Jewish 
community is (of course) more 
eautious. ; 
In an era when Jewish men 
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have become officers in White 
Citizens Councils in neighboring 
South Carolina, some Southern 
Jews are unlikely to acknowledge 
the provocative Golden. 

In the last year, Golden says,

NEW YORK (NJP)—“America is not turning a new leaf in 
the book of Jewish-Gentile relations,” said Dr. Werner J. Cahn- 
man of Hunter College, in a talk to the Eastern Sociological Society. 


Discussing the subject, 


“Social and Economical Causes of 


Anti-Semitism,” he noted that there are a thousand-and-one de- 


vices for keeping Jews out of 
key positions in fields such as 
steel, oil, banking, insurance and 
corporation law. Though Jews 
all over the country are found 
participating in the activities of 
community chests, they are not 
in the membership of country 
clubs, he observed. 

“IT IS RARE indeed for the 
name of a wealthy and renowned 
Jewish family to appear in the 
Social Register and-almost un- 
heard of for the daughter of such 
a family to come out at a deb- 
utante ball. 

Though our dynamic economy 
stifles ordinary jealousies and 
despite the fact that the Negro 
problem is foremost in the mind 
of the nation, in the decisive area 
—that of society — the familiar

TO ISRAEL:

NEW DELHI (NJP) — India 
has no. hostility whatsoever 
towards Israel, V. K. Krishna 
Menon, who has been named Min- 
ister of Defense, told Parliament 
here. 

Replying to a House member 
who termed Indian-Israel rela- 
tions “anything but happy,” and 
recommended that diplomatic re- 
lations between the two coun- 
tries be established, Krishna 
Menon said “there are 85 nations 
in the world and India has no 
diplomatic relations with prob- 
ably half of them.” > 

The foreign affairs trouble- 
shooter added, “Ours is one of 
the very few countries where 
people of the Jewish race have 
not suffered persecution. The an- 
cestors of the Indian Jews came 
to this country in the fourth cen. 
tury. We have no anti-Semitic 
or other racial prejudices.” 

A planeload of Indian immi- 
grants has left here for Israel. 
The transport, consisting of 56 





men, women and children, in- 
cluded Jews from Bombay and 
from remote Cochin. The immi- 
grants carried with them four 


torahs for synagogues in Israel.

picture of the Jew as a middle- 
man is still there. 


DR. CAHNMAN went on to 
examine the roots of  anti- 
Semitism, pointing out that the 
problem is the oldest, the most 
persistent, and the most perplex- 
ing minority problem in Western 
civilization. He said it cannot be 
expected to disappear tomorrow. 

Even though there were pe- 
riods of appreciation for the Jew, 
he asserted, these times did not 
dispel the mistrust which always 
came to the force in times of 
crisis. And Gentiles have con- 
sidered the Jews “the enemies of 
Christ” who deserved all the evil 
that befell them. 


“THE JEWS were, and still 
are, the people of the twilight,” 
and when they are caught be- 
tween the rival ambitions of the 
rising working class ang the rich, 
by whom the Jew is employed, 
they become the victims and 
scapegoats of both. 

“I tremble to predict what the 
fate of the Jews of Algeria and 
those of the Union of South 
Africa will eventually be,’ Dr. 
Cahnman concluded. 


HUC Men Mobilize To Win Negro’s Right To Eat 





INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP)— 
How a restaurant which barred 
Negroes was “converted” to in- 


tegration by the students of He- 
brew Union College, in Cincin- 
nati, was revealed in a sermon 
by student Rabbi Jerome David- 
son at the Indianapolis Hebrew 
Congregation. 


DAVIDSON told how students 
at HUC, the Reform seminary, 
and a Negro acquaintance, en- 
tered the restaurant, which is 
located on the corner near the 
school. ; 

The waitress took the orders 
of both the Negro and the sev- 
eral student rabbis, but returned 
with food only for the students. 


WHEN THE students compre- 
hended what was happening, they 
advised the waitress that they 
would not eat until after their 
Negro companion had beer 
served. 

The waitress removed the food 
from the table, and returned it 
to the kitchen.

The Jewish public at large was 
described by Rabbi Jakobovits as 
confused over the differences be- 
tween the three wings of Ju- 
daism.

Irish Chief Rabbi Who Toured U. S. 
Sees Jewry Here As “Bewildering’ 


inconsistencies in Jewish life in the United States has led 
Rabbi Immanuel Jakobovits, of Ireland, who has just returned from a 10,000-mile United States 
lecture tour to decide that the United States Jewish community is “bewildering.” 

Writing a copyrighted article in the Jewish Chronicle, Rabbi Jakobovits did not spare critic- 
ism of some of the vagaries of American Jews, but he also saw areas of constructive endeavor,

tween vague moralistic preaching 
and a strict moral discipline per- 
vading the whole gamut of Jew- 
ish life. The battle is being 
fought out on largely irrelevant 
ground—to the greatest disadvan. 
tage of the traditionalists.” 


QUITE IMPRESSIVE were 
some of the achievements of the 
U.S. Jewish community. 

“The output of Jewish books 
and magazines is enormous, 
spurred on no doubt by the 
rivals’ struggle for recognition,” 
he wrote. 

Rabbi Jacobovitz described the 
Jewish day school as “probably 
the most constructive force in 
American Judaism.” 

“At many scores of modern 
schools, Jewish studies are pur- 
sued on a scale and on an in- 
tensity never before attained in 
conjunction with first-rate sec- 
ular education. The idea is prov: 
ing so popular that such schoois 
can now be found in nearly all 
communities of any size through- 
out the country.” 

THE RABBL had high praise 
for the way the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity stood up to the Adminis- 
tration in its attitude towards 
Israel in the recent Middle East- 
ern crisis. “Speakers at all Jew- 
ish platforms throughout the 
country unanimously and fear- 
lessly denounced the_ govern- 
ment’s policy,” he asserted. 

Referring to “the staggering 

. material assistance rendered 
Israel” by the American Jewish 
community, he said that “one 
may doubt if the Jewish state 
could exist at all under present 
circumstances without American 
Jewry.” 

RABBI JAVOBOVITS phrased 
the inconsistencies in American 
Jewish life in this way: 

“With many synagogues 
crowded every Sabbath and yet 
masses of American Jews 
estranged from all religious ob- 
servances, with 30,000 children 
attending intensive Orthodox day 
schools and yet an alarmingly 
high rate of intermarriage, with 
million-dollar community centres 
even in some of the smaller cities 
and yet countless Jews unat- 
tached to any Jewish organiza- 
tion, American Jewish life. today 
presents a mosaic of bewildering 
variety. Large-scale assimila- 
tion and militant religious ideal- 
ism, widespread indifference, and 
an immense awakening of com- 
munal consciousness are all 
powerful forces in the present 
process of fermentation.” 

He closed his impressions with 
a peroration which commended 
the U.S. Jewish community, and 
saw its emergence as an act of 
G-d: 

“In reflecting, then, on the 
place of the American Jewish 
community in world Jewish af- 
fairs and history, one cannot but 
be inspired with awe and thank- 
fulness at the wonderful ways of 
Providence. The year 1492 wit- 
nessed the most cruel blow in 
medieval Jewish history; the ex- 
pulsion of the Jews from Spain; 
the end of the most illustrious

Ages. The very same year saw 
the discovery of the land destined 
to encompass the most powerful 
and prosperous Jewish commu- 
nity in modern times.”

The Lord Mayor 
replied that certainly he would like to be a guest

plans for his present tour, Cohn was elated. The 
condition had been fulfilled and the invitation had 
ripened into acceptance. 

But the Lord Mayor had a big job to do on 
his brief tour. He had to help raise funds in the 
most efficient manner possible.

The post for various reasons mostly 
given by Cohn, voted not to take a part in the 
Lord Mayor’s visit. 

THAT WAS it and no more. In fact, the post 
instructed Cohn, who sometimes issues releases to 
the press, not to do anything unless he read any 
proposed release to them.

cinnati newspapers. A reporter from one of the 
dailies saw Cohn and asked what he had under his 
arm. 
Cohn not being. reluctant to disclose his re- 
lease showed them to the reporter who ran to 
the telephone and called his paper without con- 
firmation. The paper printed the story as a Page 
One headline. The newspaperman who thought he 
had a scoop probably flushed a little the next day. 

THE WITTSTEIN - MIDDLEMAN members 
were angry. They politely rescinded the action of 
Cohn and there was some talk of impeaching their 
commander. 

The Jewish War Veterans of Cincinnati, not 
wanting the community to think that the Wittstein- 
-Middleman post was speaking for them, stated that 
they would support the Lord Mayor’s visit and the 
city’s Jewish community relations committee started 
an investigation that uncovered the details of the 
little pop.

Sightless Rabbi Develops 
New Type Prison Counseling

BUFFALO — Rabbi Harry J. 
Brevis of Buffalo, N.Y., the man 
who invented the International 
Hebrew Braille code for the blind 
22 years ago, is still working to 
make a better world, not only for 
the sightless, but also for those 
who see. 

Blind himself since he was a2 
student at the Jewish Institute 
of Religion in New York in the 
late 1920's, he has devoted his 
life to his varied “congregants” — 
the prisoner, the aged, the chron- 
ically ill and the veteran, in ad- 
dition to the bar mitzva boy and 
the Sunday school children, 

THE STATE PRISON at At- 
tica, N.Y., has been one of his 
“congregations” since 1945. His 
30 congregants, most ‘of them 
maximum security inmates 
(murder, manslaughter, etc.) 
rarely attended any _ religious 
service prior to Chaplain Brevis’ 
arrival at Attica. 

On a typical day at the prison, 
Chaplain Brevis conducts a wor- 
Ship service, preaches a sermon, 


instructs inmates in the reading . 


of Hebrew, rehearses the hearty- 
voiced choir, and holds personal 
consultations with the prisoners 
and members of the prison staff. 

AS A RESULT of hundreds of 
lengthy and intensified  inter- 
views with prisoners over a pe- 
riod of seven years, which re- 
quired considerate effort and in- 
sight on his part, Rabbi Brevis 
again has pioneered in a new and 
challenging field, by developing 
4 fresh approach to counseling 
the prisoner. 

He calls the method “pastoral 

IN A “PASTORAL counseling” 
situation, Harry Brevis does not 
Preach to nor judge his congre- 
fants. He does not quote Com- 
counseling.” 
mandments. Nor does he talk 
about the problem of murder, 
Committing adultery, stealing. “I 
listen: 1 assist; I counsel and I 
Pray with them.” 

Of the 100 inmates with whom

the Rabbi has attempted “pas- 
toyal counseling,” 20 men re- 
sponded and made progress. This 
does not mean that the 20 pris- 
oners have “turned over a new 
leaf” or “were saved.” It simply 
means that these men “have es- 
tablished a more realistic view 
of themselves in relation to so- 
ciety.” 


RABBI BREVIS explained why 
the percentage of men who re- 
sponded to “pastoral counseling” 
seemed so low. “Not all prison- 
ers can respond to counseling 
methods. Psychopaths and other 
similarly disturbed men do not 
react favorably to this type of 
counseling.” 

When a man of: Jewish faith is 
up for parole or diminution of 
sentence, Chaplain Brevis as well 
as the prison psychiatrist and 
social worker writes reports on 
the advisability of such action to 
the parole board. At such times, 
Rabbi Brevis combines his knowl- 
edge of law, having been a prac- 
ticing lawyer before entering the 
rabbinate, with his keen under- 
standing of his men to make rec- 
emmendations accordingly. 

THE FIGURE of Buffalo’s be- 
loved rabbi is a familiar one also 
in the corridors of the Veterans 
Hospital. Here, because time 
passes slowly for the physically 
or mentally ill man, the rabbi 
has organized a radio program 
using Yiddish and Hebrew rec- 
ords, Heard throughqut thie hos- 


pital via the public address sys- 
tem, the program uses a varietv 
of Hebrew cantillations, Yiddish 
folk music, and classical pieces, 
all of which have been received 
very favorably by the patients. 
Rabbi Brevis commented, “I find 
that men of all faiths can enjoy 
music of Jewish content. It’s a 
refreshing break in the monotony 
of their day.” 

Another of the rabbi’s congre- 
gations is the Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute in Buffalo, a 
state hospital for research, treat- 
ment and cure of cancer. 

THE LIST of congregations 
goes on and on. One is the Erie 
County Home and Infirmary in 
Wende, N.Y., where Rabbi Brevis 
recently provided the Home's 50 
blind residents of all faiths with 


their first special type record 
player and “talking book” rec- 
ords. 


In addition to these pastorates, 
Rabbi Brevis serves as spiritual 
leader for the 60-family Jewish 
community of Batavia, N.Y. 

ANN BEAR BREVIS, Rabbi 
Brevis’ wife, is a principal in a 
Buffalo grammar school, and has 
worked close by her husband's 
side since their marriage in 1932. 
She is the founder of the “Ju- 
daism-in-the-Home”’ project spon- 
sored by the National Women’s 
League of the United Synagogue 
of America. 

Since December, two young in- 
mates at Attica Prison, trained 
by their chaplain, have conducted 
services; and the choir has re- 
hearsed without their leader. 
Since December, Rabbi Brevis’ 
volunteer assistant at the V.A. 
Hospital has made the rounds 
of the wards, and alsvu answered 
queries from scrub women, pa- 
tients, and doctors as to the 
whereabouts of their friend. 

For in December Harry Brevis 
was stricken with a heart attack. 


Thanks to modern’ medicine, 
however, Rabbi Brevis recently 
completed his recuperative period 
and is back with his “congrega- 
tions.”

Lipsky Asks Disenchanted 
To Join His New Group

CLEVELAND, O.—An impassioned appeal to all “disenchanted” 
or heretofore “unaffiliated” Zionists to consider the program of 
the currently forming Independent Zionists of America, was made 


here this week by Louis Lipsky, veteran Zionist, 


to a group of 


several hundred in this strong-hold city of Zionist Organization of 


America leadership. 

On his first visit to Cleveland 
in more than 10 years, the fiery- 
tongued, silver - haireq speaker, 
the oldest living ex-president of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America, lashed out at the 
“frightful deterioration and dis- 
orientation” of the Zionist move- 
ment in America in both number 
and influence; a situation which, 
he stated, the “vested interests” 
of the present ZOA leaders had 
refused to recognize.

® Thousands of younger men, de- 
voted to Israel through their 
work in Bond Drives, for UJA, 
the Technion, Weizmann Insti- 
tute, etc.—but only in the fund- 
raising aspects.

Zionist group,” Shapiro empha- 
sized the importance of opening 
the IZA doors to all good Jews 
who wished to work for Israel 
without party-politic affiliations. 


ON THE FLOOR, Shapiro an- 
swereg what he called a “coun- 
try-wide question” that was 
being asked in all Jewishly-inter- 
ested circles today: “Why is 
there a need for a new organi- 
zation?

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OUTRAGEOUS CHARGE 


One has to weigh the words of the American Council 
for Judaism to get a correct insight into just how vicious 
and self-destructive this group of anti-Zionists can be. 

The world has been spending many sleepless nights 
since Nasser arbitrarily confiscated the Suez Canal. This 
was the one major act that led to the Middle East crisis. 

Most people think the crisis brought the world to the 
brink of war. 

The American Council for Judaism then showed an- 
other instance of its utter contempt for accuracy and its 
determination to rule or ruin when it wrote last week to 
the editors of newspapers that: 

“Our proceedings (of its annual convention) this year 
will be particularly newsworthy in view of the recent 
sharpening of the crisis in the Middle East — a crisis at- 
tributable in great measure, according to most experts, to 
the impact of Zionism.” 

We can assume that the “experts” the Council refers 
to are either the Council members or the Arab states. So 
far, we’ve seen no reference from anyone responsible that 
it was the Zionists who caused Nasser to grab control of 
the Suez Canal. 

The same letter went on to repeat the dual loyalty 
charge, but this has already become so commonplace. The 
Council now is forced to make even more dangerous ac- 
cusations against the Jews of the United States. 

We hope this forthcoming conference will have some 
effect on inculcating a sense of responsibility in the Coun- 
cil’s officers. 

We find it difficult to believe that Lessing Résenwald 
can believe many of the things that his Council charges, 
and we've often before called on the membership of the 
Council, made up in part of responsible business people, 
to seek some way to harness its inflammatory leadership. 


WHY IS ALIYA TABOO? 


The letter which our Editor’s Chair of March 1 on 
aliya from the United States Jewish community to Israel 
has evoked from Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath, touches on a 
subject which seems to have been more or less taboo in 
the United States Jewish community for the past five years. 

In our Editor’s Note attached to Rabbi Eisendrath’s 
letter, we replied briefly to his misconceptions about The 
POST’S position on the United States Jewish community. 
His letter is a critique of Israel in concise form made pos- 
sible by selections from Maurice Samuel, the noted author 
and thinker. 

The subject whioh seems to have been relegated by 


‘silent admission to the realm of things we don’t speak 


about is aliya or what formerly was known as halutziut 
(pioneering). The latter term is no longer used, since it 
isn’t necessary for someone who feels that he can make 
a contribution to the emergent democracy in the Middle 
East known as Israel to do actual pioneering work. He can 
become a part of this exciting experiment, even if he does 
something as mundane as opening a store, or, if he is a 
professional man, practicing that profession. This is 
hardly pioneering. 

To us, this taboo is another symptom of the Jewish 
acceptance of second-class citizenship. For a Jewish com- 
munity which believes in itself, aliya to Israel would be 
as natural as observing the Sabbath. When the Jew is 
insecure, he shows it by this willingness to try to change 
his eternal beliefs to conform. 

This being so, we hear very little discussion about 
aliya, and therefore we asked Rabbi Eisendrath for his 
own specific thoughts on the subject. We believe he will 
reply, and we hope that the discussion thus generated 
may lead to something more than lip service to the cardi- 
nal Jewish and Zionist principle of aliya. 

The founding convention next month of the Inde- 
pendent Zionist Organization, the splinter group of Gen- 
eral Zionists who are breaking away from the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, has indicated in the outline of its 
program that aliya will be one of its principal tasks. If 
the [ZO can successfully stimulate a substantial aliya to 
Israel, it will be able to write its own check for anything 
it wants both in the United States and Israel as far as 
Zionism is concerned. 

But the job will not be done overnight. A concept 
like this, self-sacrificing and spiritual as it is, takes time 
to seep down to the grass roots where it finally becomes 
effective. 

The first step, therefore, is to begin to discuss the idea, 
leading to its acceptance on a theoretical basis. After that 
the implementation will come sooner or later, depending 
upon the kind of leadership that takes hold of the idea 
and pushes it.

RUSSIAN DELEGATION VISITS 

UNITED STATES JEWS 

A delegation of five leading Russian 
Jews visited the United States this winter 
to report on the conditions of the Jews 
in the United States. “Their report has 
been widely circularized all over the world, 

American Jews have been cut off 
from Russia for 40 years, the Russians 
stated. They were amazed to discover 
that the government urges religion on the 
Jews. Synagogues have mushroomed all 
over the United States, even in a small 
village called Lawrence (or Lahrence, as 
the natives pronounce it). The Russians 
admitted that they were greeted effusively 
by their American brothers — especially 
after they learned the magic password 
for admission to all Synagogues. As soon 
as they showed a box of Crowflite golf 
balls, they were allowed free access to 
all the rooms in the Synagogue. 

The Russians announced the discov- 
ery of hundreds of books on Jewish sub- 
jects. Fortunately, these books are kept 
in special safes called libraries, and are 
very rarely read except by persistent 
Rabbis. 

In the community of Lawrence (or 
Lahrence), the Russians found a number 
of Jews who had never seen the Talmud, 
This led them to believe that the author- 
ities may be suppressing this very Jew- 
ish contribution. 

In short, the Russian report felt 
there was something wrong in the United 
States.

The confluence of Easter with the last 
days of Passover reminds us of the inter- 
esting contrasts which Sigmund Freud drew 
between Moses and Jesus, 

Following the primitive horde _ thesis 
which he defended in his “Totem and Tabu,” 
Freud maintained that both 
Moses and Jesus were mur- 
dered by their people. This 
followed out a pattern set 
very early in the history of 
the race, when the brothers 
ganged up on the father and 
slew him. Their sense of 
guilt, however, compelled 
them to return to the scene 
of their crime each year 
and hold a communion feast 





Weinstein 
at which they would express penitence for 
the deed and at the same time absorb sym- 
bolically the virtue of the murdered father, 


WHILE THE HISTORIC record does not 
reveal any such specific instance, Freud is 
much more impressed with the evidence 
found in the jealousy of the son toward the 
father in competition for the affection of the 
mother. He speaks of a phylogenetic in- 
heritance which accounts for these behavior 
patterns, 

The Jews, stiff-necked people that they 
are, would never admit that they slew Moses, 
the father image and God surrogate. The 
fact that they did not preserve his burial 
place or mention him in the Hagada seems 
to indicate an organized attempt to suppress 
the knowledge. 


JUDAISM, therefore, does not afford that 
catharsis, that release of expiation, which 
Christians have in the open profession of the 
vicarious atonement of their father-image, 
Jesus. Paul, it seems, was the master of 
collective psychotherapy and realized better 
than his Jewish colleagues how. much the 
guilt-ridden human being needs the release 
of confession, 

On the other hand, the Jewish failure to 
admit guilt led the Jews to assume even 
greater burdens of moral instruction and 
ethical directives. This purified their faith 
and made it much more resistant to pagan 
and polytheistic adulteration than Christian- 
ity became. 


IN FACT, the Jews became “boki’-—ex- 


pert ‘in instinctual renunciation — and lured 
the id not only to surrender its jungle aggres- 
sions, but even to enjoy sublimating its libi- 
dinal energies into the social obligations of 
the ego and the ethical constraints of the 
super ego. 

This gave the Jews the confidence which 
has assured their survival, even though it has 
at the same time excited the hostility of the 
non-Jewish world, God’s non-favorites. 

Since “Moses and Monotheism” was writ- 
ten after “Civilization and Its Discontents” 
and “The Future of An Illusion” (where Freud 
was pessimistic about the prospect of the id’s 
ever becoming tamed or socially conditioned 
without blowing apart) it may be that he re- 
serves for the Jews the role of spiritual 
athletes par excellence. 


WHILE WE THANK him for such con: 
fidence, we prefer to think that our moral 
position has been attained by preaching and 
practicing and_ socially sanctioning. such 
Mosaic doctrine as our sedra provides: 


Be ye holy for I the Lord am Holy 
and 
Love thy neighbor as thyself. 


If this be instinctual renunciation, we 
have made the most of it. 
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Eisendrath Says POST For Wholesale Migration 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
(See Editorial) 

Although what I am about to 
write might, in most instances, 
pe construed and, in some quar- 
ters, be maligned as arising from 
an anti-Zionist bias, I pray that 
my record in behalf of Israel and 
my efforts to align the Reform 
Jewish movement with the __to- 
tality of creative Jewish life 
‘wherever it exists, will make it 
impossible to come to any such 
mistaken—or malicious — conclu- 
sion. 

However, to be perfectly cer- 
tain that this will not be the 
case, I should like to reply to 
what I regard as your distressing 
column under the. “Editor’s 
Chair” on Friday, March 1, 1957, 
in which you denigrate the 
future of the American Jewish 
community and pull out all the 
stops for wholesale emigration to 
Israel on the part ef American 
Jews by quoting, at some length, 
from one whose zeal for Zion 
can in no wise be challenged. 

I, THEREFORE, reply to the 
whole content and spirit of this 
editorial with its rather incom- 
prehensible and gratuitious jibe 
at the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and its executive vice- 
president, Dr. John Slawson, by 
referring you to Mr. Maurice 
Samuel’s “Level Sunlight,” in 
which, among other things, he 
states that “the Jewish State as 
a thing in _ itself, self-justified, 
self-explanatory, has not the 
power to move tens of thousands 
of people to great creative action. 
And again we may put it con- 
versely: when the renewal of 
Zionist action will come, it will 
be accompanied by a re-establish- 
ment of the connections, an ex- 
pansion of responsiveness. 

“For a Jewish States as a thing 
in itself is not a Jewish concept 
at all. It was not so to the teach- 
ers of: antiquity, who have left 
their denunciations of it—and of 
those Jews who nourished it—as 
the classic and imperishable ‘lit- 
erature’ of Judaism. It was not 
so throughout the Jewish Exile; 
and, in spite of aberrations, it 
was not so in the time of classic 
Zionism. 

“ISRAEL’S TURNING away 
from world Jewry is a turning 


away from the Prophetic sub- 
ordination of statism to the idea 
that transcends the state. It is, 
therefore, a turning away from 
the sources of Jewish strength. 
There is a pathetic struggle of 
self-contradiction in the search 
of Israeli leaders for a return 
to the old standards of Zionist 
idealism within Israel; they have 
narrowed the vision and expect 
a wider response; they cal] on the 
people to lift itself up but they 
offer only the restricted horizon 
which is visible five feet from 
ground level.” 

And, speaking of the attitude 
of American Jewry towards the 
State of Israel, Mr. Samuel. says 
that “We watched without pro- 
test, we even tacitly concurred in 
the growth of a spirit, especially 
in the schools, which reflected all 
of our own exaggerated nega- 
tions of Jewish life outside of 
Palestine. This has contributed 
greatly to the fission of world 
Jewry. The youth of Israel has 
been. poisoned against Judaism 
outside of Israel. Its contempt 
for Jews who will not come to 
Israel, its rejection of a possible 
Judaism anywhere but within 
the confines of the country, is 
one of the failures of the Zionist 
movement.” 


AGAIN, on the relationship of 
America and Jewry, he writes: 
“When I think of America and 
Jewry, of America and Israel, my 
mind goes back more than 100 
generations to a point that is 
nearer to the beginning of his- 
tory than to us... . It has per- 
sisted under its own name... 
into this present crisis of man’s 
last choice—which, indeed, it 


foretold. It will perish if the 
world perishes; it will survive 
if the world = survives; and 


world survival depends on the 
moral strength of America. Thus 
it comes about that Jewry and 
Judaism have a relationship of 
destiny to America that they 
have never had to any other land. 
Let Jewry understand this, in 
Israel ang everywhere else.” 
Finally, I will quote Mr. Sam- 
uel, briefly, on Zionism which, he 
states was brought up on two 
Biblical slogans, “one from the 
Psalms, one from Isaiah: ‘If I 


forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my 
right hand forget its cunning,’ 
and: ‘For from Zion shall go 
forth the Law, and the word of 
God from Jerusalem.’ It did not 
occur to us that like chemical 
equations, these were reversible 
statements: ‘If thou forget us, O 
Jerusalem, thy right hand will 
lose its cunning,’ and: ‘Into Zion 
shall go the Law, and the word 
of God into Jerusalem.’ ” 


THESE QUOTES from _ this 
stirring and_ striking volume 
speak for themselves and need 
no commentary. May I express 
the hope that the National Jew- 
ish POST will adhere more con- 
structively to such a wholesome 
approach to both Israeli and 
American Jewry?

Editor’s Note: Because Rabbi 
Eisendrath has been such a 
faithful supporter of Israel, he 
can write his letter and no one 
with intelligence will challenge 
his Zionism. For the same rea- 
son — because The POST has 
been the strongest advocate in 
the entire U.S. Jewish commu- 
nity, rabbis and laymen and 
Jewish publications alike — of 
the inevitable development of 
a strong, creative, rich and 
fruitful Jewish life in America, 
it can take the position that for 
some American Jews, Israel is 
the place where they can look 
for the freeest development of 
their personalities and the 
finest expression of the things 
they seek in life. 

Nowhere at any time has 
The POST “denigrated,” to 
use Rabbi Eisendrath’s word, 
the U.S. Jewish community.

We'd like to know the spe- 
cific views of Rabbi Eisend- 
rath, who is president of the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, on aliya from 
the U.S. to Israel. How would

What Happened To Japan-Israel Magazine? 


Joseph Horowitz’s article in 
the April 5 issue of The POST 
and OPINION recalled to me my 
own brief correspondence back in 
1952 with the Japan-Israel move- 
ment. 

That exchange of letters pre- 
ceded The POST’S March 6, 1953, 
story by Herbert Elfman about 
3,000 Japanese whom that cor- 
respondent from Tokyo reported 
to be studying Judaism and He- 
brew. 

I had learned of this intrig- 
uingly interesting movement 
from the New York Yiddish 
press, in which was reported a 
reception by the New York office 
of the World Jewish Congress to 
a Japanese, Eijiro Namikawa, 
who had come in his official ca- 
pacity as managing director of 
the Japan-Israel Association to 
establish contacts with the Jew- 
ish world. 


AS THE STORIES in the Yid- 
dish press gave the address of 
the association’s headquarters, 
then in Tokyo, I wrote, and in 
return heard from Ken Tsurmi, 
chairman of its board of direc- 
tors. 

“The aims of the association,” 
he stated in his letter, dated Nov. 
7, 1952, “are to promote better 
relations between Israel and 


Japan, as well as to enhance the 
friendship between Jewish and 
Japanese peoples.” He sent me 
the first issue of the associa- 
tion’s official quarterly journal, 
Japan and Israel, dated April, 
1952, and his letter promised to 
send the second issue that was 
to appear in a short while. No 
other issues, however, have ever 
been received by me. All attempts 
to verify the fate of the publica- 
tion have failed to bring any re- 
sults. 

THE COPY of the magazine in 
my possession, resembling the 
Atlantic Monthly in format, con- 
tains 44 pages plus a two-color 
cover. The considerable adver- 
tising in it is representative of 
Japan’s big business—banks, pub- 
lic utilities, steel, shipbuilding, 
shipping, railroads, construction 
and international trading among 
ethers. The front cover carries a 
Magen David in blue under the 
dateline and issue number. The 
only non-Japanese contributor is 
Chaplain M. J. Goldman, whose 
topic is “Israel’s Destiny.” 

This first (and perhaps only) 
issue of Japan and Israel has 
many interesting expresions of 
Japanese interest in and concern 


“with Israel, Judaism and Jews. 


“THE JAPAN-Israel Associa- 


tion has a plan to publish two 
kinds of magazines, one in Eng- 
lish and the other in Japanese. 
The English number is to be de- 
voted mostly to articles on the 
culture, economics and politics in 
Japan. The Japanese number is 
to cover the Jewish activities in 
the world and the situation of 
the republic of Israel in all its 
phases.” 

“The Aim and Organization of 
the Japan-Israel Association,” 
subtitled “Prospectus,” outlines 
the program of activities. Moti- 
vated by the desire to undo the 
effects of Nazi -propaganda in 
Japan during the war, the pro- 
gram includes: 

I Propagation of Israel culture 
via library, seminar, lectures, 
films, publications, and the coun- 
try’s universities; 


II CO-OPERATION with the 
Jewish people aproad via com- 
munications with their organiza- 
tions, organized Jewish tours to 
Japan, and invitations to distin- 
guished Jewish scholars and men 
of letters to come to Japan; 

III Social relief work; 

IV Establishment of an Israel 
cultural center. 

An article on the history of the 
association takes the movement 
back to 1927, when “Mr. Senko 
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@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 


With reference to the Japan- 
Israel Association on which The 
Post has reported so amply dur- 
ing the past five years and on 
which you published another 
story in your April 5 issue, your 
readers may be interested in the 
following data cited by students 
of the subject of Jewish-Japa- 
nese contact: 

1—Hardly conclusive “evi- 
dence,” but interesting, is the ex- 
istence of two villages in Japan 
whose names seem to be Goshen 
(name of the territory in Egypt 
where Jacob and his family set- 
tled at Joseph’s invitation) and 
Menashe (name of Joseph’s first- 
born son). . 

2—A legend has it that in the 
third century a band of “strange- 
looking” silk raisers appeared in 
Japan, settled there, and by the 
fifth century numbered some 
20,000. 

3—There is a temple in Japan 
which is believed to have been 
built by these strangers, guarded 
in front by the figures of a uni- 


Yasue, an authority. on Jewish 
problems, visited Palestine where 
he met Mr. M. Ussishkin, Col. 
Kisch and other Jewish leaders.” 
As a result of this contact, Mr. 
Yasue started organizational ac- 
tivity in Harbin, Manchuria, in 
1935, later transferred to Japan 
itself, and led to the formation 
of the association and its pro- 
gram. 


IT IS SURMISED that the con- 
cept of ‘Lux ex Oriente’ is de- 
rived from divine words and that 
the people of Japan, identified as 
the source of the sun, must have 
some close relationship with the 
people of Israel.” : 

In San Francisco, a Japanese 
Christian minister, Rev. Eiji 





Kawamorita, has been working 
for a long-time on Hebrew ele- 
ments in the Japanese language. 
This, he maintains, is evidenced 
by what he claims to be numer. 
ous Hebrew words and expres- 
sions in Japanese folk songs, of 
which he has collected many va- 
rieties. He has sent me much 
mimeographed material on the 
subject, which he is expanding 
into book size for publication in 
English. The issue of the mag- 
azine in my possession contains 
a brief article of his on the sub- 
ject, with samples of the Hebrew 
elements, which he reproduces in 
his own hand-lettered Hebrew 
characters. His article is entitled: 
“National Songs of ‘Israel Pre- 
served in Japan.” 


PERVADING the entire first 
issue of Japan and Israel is a 
groping for new spiritual] suste- 
nance, apparently to replace what 
has been badly shattered by the 
war experience. It is- probably 
much more intensive among 
Christianized Japanese or Jap- 
anese who had been drawing 
nigh to Christianity. The visita- 
tion of the only two atomic 
bombs hurled by a Christian 
country on human targets .could 
have had nothing but most dis- 
turbing effects on their thinking 
and feeling about the religion of 
love—love even for an enemy. 

The way back to Shintoism is 
not easy for people who had 
come under Biblical influence. 
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corn and a lion (both of which 
figure more or less prominently 
in Jewish symbology and folk- 
lore. This temple is claimed to 
have been a synagogue known as 
“The Tent of David.” The found- 
er of the sect of which these 
strangers were members is said 
as a child to have been found 
floating upon the water in a little 
chest (like Moses):
